Student Strike 


The latest Nixon escalation of the war in South East Asia—the 
bombing of Hanoi and Haiphong—renews the US commitment to 
defend the threatened Thieu government at any cost. The new 
escalation is open-ended and runs the clear risk of catastrophic 
confrontation with the Soviet Union. The war will not go away, 
Nixon remains committed to military victory, it must be resisted by 
the American public 

Two years ago, in an escalation of similar magnitude, American 
troops invaded Cambodia. Anti-war feeling on American campuses 
coalesced into a national student strike. That strike, joined in a 
moment of crisis, delivered an ultimatum to the American 
government. you can not exand the war in Asia without massive 
disruption at home. The ultimatum was successful; the invading 
force withdrew American students catalyzed a national movement 
that helped save the lives of Americans, Vietnamese and 
Cambodians. The ever-rising trajectory of the war began to turn 
downward. 

The Cambodia precedent denied the use of American ground 
troops in the 1971 invasion of Laos. In many other moments, the 
anti-war movement has had similar success. It has given crucial 
support to public leaders and congressmen who have spoken out 
against the war. We have brought thousands of Americans to the 
public demonstrations of opposition. We have managed to set the 
therms of debate on the war, it is our positions of total and 
immediate U.S. withdrawal that has been firm over the years. 
Despite the intricate terms of government policy and phraseology, 
we have stuck by out uncompromising demands that the policy of 
escalation be reversed and dismantled 

A low profile war, until recently, left the front pages. Now it is 
back. The current North Vietnamese National Liberation Front 
Offensive has reduced the war to its essential components. The 
Thieu government is mortally threatened. North and South 
Vietnamese have united in a fierce final struggle to free their country 
from colonialism and neo-colonialism. 

The frail logic of Nixon's Vietnamization policy can now be 
measured by ‘1is newest campaign against North Vietnam. If the 
Thieu government has the “legitimacy” or strength to repel the 
offensive, these campaigns would not be necessary. How far will the 
U.S. now go to maintain a regime which can not stand on its own? 

The bombings of Hanoi and Haiphong suggest that there are no 
limits. Strategic options left to the U.S. government include further 
bombings of population centers; mining or closing by naval embargo 
the access to Haiphong Harbor; bombing the North Vietnamese dike 
system causing broad destruction and the likelihood of mass 
starvation; invading North Vietnam; and the use of tactical nuclear 
weapons. Nixon has said, “all of our options are open.” We should 
say: “all actions except withdrawal are abhorrent.” 

A memorandum prepared by Admiral Thomas H. Moorer, 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and released last week, by 
Representative Michael Harrington (D. Mass.) clarifies our 
importance as students opposed to the war. If the U.S. were released 
from “domestic restraint” (note from memorandum), it might 
undertake amphibious operations against the North or bombing of 
the irrigation ditches in the quesi for victory. Clearly, Nixon is not 
deterred any longer by the risks of confrontation with the Soviet 
Union. The likelihood of bombing Soviet ships has forestalled the 
bombing of Haiphong in the past. That risk is now a reality. The 
only remaining restraint is that imposed by the American people. 
And it is our task as students, who have come this way before, to 
make sure that domestic restraint remain firm. The bombing of 
North Vietnam and the cancellation of the Paris Peace Talks return 
the war to its pre-1968 character. The ghastly history of this war 
converges on this moment, joining with thirteen other college 
newspapers, to condemn the war against the Vietnamese and support 
immediate demonstration of protest this week. [t is sad to find 
8 ourselves once again in a position where a student strike seems to be 
the only recourse at home to protest American policies in South 
East Asia. But we must, in union with thirteen others, call for an 
immediate national student strike. The strike is not called against the 
University, but against the war, and is proposed to offer students an 
opportunity to work against the war in these critical days... 


The preceeding was a communique received from the Harvard 
student paper, the “Crimson” by the Hornet staff. Today is the day 
which has been slated as the day for the moratorium. Thirteen other 
Universities across the nation have asked their University Presidents 
to cancel classes. Harvard, Boston University, Boston College, 
Wesleyan in Connecticut, Williams, Michigen, University of 
Wisconsin, Stanford, and five other colleges have endorsed the 
editorial statement. 
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Strike, cancel classes

It was almost like a scene 
from the old TV series “The 
Twilight Zone,” one of those 
programs where time had gone 
backwards while I was asleep.,1 
walked into a smail conference 
room in the bomb shelter like 
basement of Freeborn Hall that 
soon became crowded with 
people to hear familiar rhetoric 
from several years past. Strike, 
cancel all classes, stop the war. 
One more time I heard that same 
old melody. 

Gary Hector, the student 
chairing the meeting, a fact that 
he constantly reminded us of 
during the whole meeting, first 
called for a student strike to 
commence, Friday morning. He 
related that UCD Chancellor 
James Meyer had refused to call 
for a cancellatio: of classes 
earlier that day, but that he felt 
the UC Davis students should go 
ahead anyway 

The arguments flared back 
and forth, sounding like my last 
eight years of being a college 
student, from the steps of 
Sproul Hall as a freshmar during 
the Free Speech Movement, fo 
the demonstrations against the 
Cambodian Invasion and the 
killing of the students at Kent. 

The dialogue, or lack of such 
sounded the same. “We can't 
strike because we are not 
workers,” said one student. He 
said it again at least four more 
times before the meeting broke 
up. Chairman Hector said, “7 
think the realization of this 
university being shut down 1s 
closer.” On and on they went. 
Another pondered out loud, “It 
really depends on Nixon to 
determine the next step we 
should take, and if the strike is 
going to continue.” Another 
student put forth, “A bunch of 
students going on strike is not 


going to stop Nixon, all we can 
do is a propaganda effort, get 
into the press and let the world 
know where we stand.” But 
another piped up and said, “I 
think we should shut down the 
university until someone limits 
President Nixon’s options.” On 
and on they went until finally 
they decided to put the matter 
to a vote, with the obvious 
results of approval of a student 
strike for Friday. 

The one dissenter in the 
room, a woman, and a member 
of the faculty, said she was 
opposed to a strike because she 
didn’t feel that it would be 
effective. She wanted to have an 
opportunity to share her views 
with others in her classes and 
talk about the war. She was 
quickly drowned out by other 
voices saying that that was only 
a “business as usual”’ action, and 
that most professors would not 
turn the discussion in their 
classes into one about stopping 
the war 

Perhaps one of the most 
articulate of students who spoke 
was a young woman who 
reminded the assemblance of 
what took place when a strike 
happened in 1970. “Most of the 
students on this campus,” she 
said, “went home, or to the 
beach, or off somewhere to have 
a good time. They looked upon 
the whole student strike as a 
great lark.” She wanted some 
kind of plan, something to 
involve the people so that they 
could feel that they were a part 
of the whole effort 

But then’ the discussion 
moved on to other matters. The 
concensus of the room seemed 
to be that they needed some 
demands, something to put 
forth, a justification or a 
meaning and direction for their 
strike. This opened the dvor for 





the beginning of the ideological 
hassles. The first suggestion for 
demands was to call for an 
immediate end to the war and 
the bombing. This was viewed 
by others as not being enough. 
Some wanted to endorse the 7 
point peace proposal of the 
Vietnamese. But one student 
objected, saying that this would 
appear to the public that “those 
students are only being 
manipulated by the commies,” 
and that no one outside of the 
academic community _ really 
knows what the 7 point peace 
proposal is and what it will do. 
He suggested that they make up 
their own, based on the 7 point 


plan. Others called for 
non-violence, with objections 
from some who stated that 


“trashing” might be their only 
course to get any effective 
action. That idea, though not 
disregarded, was quickly 
forgotten 


Others wanted to add such 
things as the elimination of 
ROTC, a program that still exists 
at Davis, and one _ that 
contributes to most of the 
officers who end up in Viet 
Nam. Still other proposals called 
for shutting down the City of 
Davis. saying that they had the 
support of newly elected City 
Councilman Bob Black, a former 


ASUCD President, while yet 
another proposal for 4 
demonstration at the Yolo 
County Draft Board in 


Woodland was heard. Most of 
these ideas went nowhere, with 
the main issue revolving back to 
a firm resolution to call for the 
demand of an immediate end to 
the war, and an immediate end 
to the bombing, with this finally 
being the result 

Thus they ended with calling 
for another meeting to mobilize 
support for their strike, with a 
grand rerun of May 1970 
seeming to be the only thing in 
the offing 


Live radio coverage of SF anti-war

The KPFA coverage will begin 
at 10 a.m., half an hour before 
the march from Masonic and 
Fell sets eut for Kezar Stadium, 
where the rest of the day's 
events will be staged. The station 
is urging listeners to bring FM 


portables in order to receive 
continuous information = on 
Parking, food, comfort facilities 
and special events at the 
stadium. 

At noon, the station will 
switch to the Kezar Stadium 


platform for stereo coverage of 
the first of the days two rallies, 
emceed by Dick Gregory.

By telephone, the Kezar and

Through the afternoon, KPFA

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Shockley Report repudiated 
Faculty Senate washes hands

The Shockley Affair, like a 
zombie refusing to die, 
continues to haunt SSC. Five 
months later, the incident still 
remains 4 headline. Wednesday, 
the Faculty Senate, in effect, 
repudiated the controversial 


‘report of the Campus 
Commission on Racial 
Discrimination 


For the last six weeks the 
Shockley report has been on the 
agenda of the Faculty Senate 
Passed over for “more 
important” agenda items, the 
incident was finally resolved, as 
far as the Senate is concerned, at 
Wednesday's meeting. In three 
separate actions the Senate first 
chided the chancellor for his 


interference in campus 
discipline, then passed 4 
resolution affirming the 


principles of free speech and 
finally, absolved itself of any 
responsibility for any 
subsequent actions taken as a 
result of the Shockley Report 

The latter two items have 
been interpreted as a slap in the 
face to both those who 
demonstrated at Shockley’s 
speech and the Racial 
discrimation Commission 

“Any speaker, no matter how 
controversial or offensive, may 
be invited to this campus and, if 
invited, has a right to express 
his/her ideas in an appropnate 
format,” the resolution states 
Although the resolution 
continues to state that 
opportunities for rebuttal should 
be made available, it made clear 
the Faculty Senate’s position 
that Shockley had the right to 
speak on campus, and moreover 
possesses the right to return if 
invited 

The Senate shied away from 
any implications that speakers 
should have evidenced 


competence in the field of their

In effect then, the Senate has 
said that nationally-reknowned 


amateurs, such as Shockley in 
the field of genetics, have the 
right to speak freely, but that 


rebuttals should be presented by 
experts in the field 

Despite vociferous opposition 
from both faculty and student 
members on the senate that 
approval of the resolution, as an 


outcome of the Shockley 
incident, could only imply a 
vote in favor of racism, the 
resolution passed 


overwhelmingly 

In a more involved action, the 
Senate washed its hands of any 
responsibility for the Shockley 
Report itself. Bill Stull (Bus 
Ad.) first introduced 4 
resolution asking the Senate to 
“disapprove of the findings of 
the Shockley Report” prepared 
by the Racial Discrimination 
Commission. When he explained 
his intent was to repudiate the 
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report as a whole and not just 
the recommendations of the 
commission, the motion died for 
lack of a second. Prior to that 
explanation, discussion implied 
that the motion might pass since 


many members disagreed with 
the findings and 
recommendations. They were 


unwilling however to repudiate 
that portion of the Commision’s 
report which dealt with what 
actually occurred 

A second motion was 
introduced by Peter Shattuck 
(History) and Scott Burns 
(student) to approve of the 
Commision’s report and endorse 
its recommendations The 
supporters of the motion agreed 
that the Commission had 
fulfilled its responsibilities 
admirably in_ researching and 
preparing the report and that the 
recommendations issued by the 
Commission were undeniably 
fair to all persons involved. The 
recommendations called for no 
disciplinary action against those 
who disrupted the session and 
that those responsible for the 
Shockley invitation be advised 
and counseled in order to make 




























them more aware of the 
responsibilities and 
consequences of such an action 
The Commission’s intent was, 
according to the charge given it, 
to insure that all parties involved 
become more aware and 
sensitive to the subtleties of 
racism and the feelings of those 
who are its victims 
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on the issue could be interpreted 
only as a hesitance to accept the 
report, and therefor 4 
repudiation of it. The Seuat 

however. preferred to straddh 
its fence and throw all 
responsibility for the report to 
the Commission itself and 
President Hyink who acted upon 
its recommendations

A_ substitute motion 
simply to “endorse the 
Commission for its efforts” in 
preparing the report was 
introduced by Charles Nelson 
(English) and seconded by half a 
dozen senators 

It was then pointed out that a 
refusal to take a definitive stand

Although the entire educational system is 
aimed at the student, the instructor has as much if 
not more, interest in the educational process as the 
instructee. Supposedly people teach because they 
want to impart knowledge and further the 
development of mankind.

With respect to the ad run in 
the Sacramento Bee, taxpayers 
are being asked to consider four 
major points of the proposed 
Urban Limit Line for 
Sacramento County.
